Perhaps the Vikings 
adopted this term during their 
sojourns in Normandy! 
THE TABLE’S GRACES. 

Hearty eating is an every- | 
day occurence in Norway and 
Sweden, but Christmas and 
the advent of the New Year 
put gastronomic gloss on lute- 
fisk, ham, smoked salmon, 
and the smorgasbord’s dazzl- 
ing array of herring. The ‘jul’ 
sees Norwegians dining on, 
between other victuals, ptar- 
migans and reindeer, and 
choosing cheeses from 
among Jarlsberg, blue, Edam 
and Tilsit. As for drink during 
the holiday season, Sweden’s 
invigorating ‘glogg’ and the 
(Scandinavian water of life 
‘akvavit’ are the dominant li- 


!quid favorites. 


CREATURES LARGE AND 
SMALL. 

Not forgotten in Norway at 
Christmas time are farm 
animals and the birds who 
brave the more frigid days. 
There’s extra fodder for the 
cows and sheep, and the 
largest sheaf of grain, known 
as the ‘jule nek’ is hung ona 
pole or tree as a special treat 
for the birds. This extra fodder 
comemorates the presence 
of domestic animals in the 
manger, and the ‘jule nek’ has 
its origin in heathen fertility 
rites. Some farm people 
believe that the righness of 
next year’s harvest can be 
forecast by the kinds of birds 
first attracted to the jule nek. 


HEAVEN SCENT 

At Christmas time a Scan- 
dinavian kitchen is heaven's 
own cache of scents. In the 
ovens are deep-fried knot 
cookies (called klenater in 
Sweden and klejner in Den- 
mark), and pepparkakor, the 
Swedish gingerbread, in 
shapes of reindeer, rabbits 
and stars. To fortify cookie 
eaters against wintry blasts, 
hjortetak (donuts) and _ fat- 
tigmann - ‘poor man’s’ - cakes 
are baked with a generous

STOCKHOLM - The Stockholm 
Philharmonic Orchestra will embark 
on a major concert tour of North 
America at the end of October. The 
120-piece ensemble will perform 
under its chief conductor Yuri 
Ahronovitch. 

En route to the American continent, 
the orchestra will make a concert 
stopover in Reykjavik, Iceland. From 
October 24 until November 10, the 
Stockholm Philharmonic is to play 14 
concerts in auditoriums ranging from 
the Kennedy Center Concert Hall, 
Washington, D.C., New. York’s 
Carnegie Hall and the Roy Thomson 
Hall, Toronto, Canada, to St. John’s 
High School, West Islip, N.Y., and 
Mechanics Hall in Worchester, Mass. 
Other places to be visited include 
Cathamn, N.J., Hartford and New 
Haven, Conn., Cleveland, Ohio, 
Jackson, Mich., and Evanston, Ill. 

Yuri Ahronovitch, born and trained 
in leningrad, was chief conductor of 
the Moscow Radio Symphony from 
1964 until his emigration to Isreal in 
1972. He has received international 
acclaim for. his conduction, including 
for a number of celebrated opera per- 
formances. He has recently renewed 


Philharmonic Orchestra until 1987. 
the North American concert tour

VASALOPPET

«. Arevolt against the brutal and un- 
popular King Kristian Il of Denmark, 
who ruled all Sweden, Norway and 
Denmark, led by a young Swedish 
nobleman, Gustav Eriksson Vasa, 
began in the Province of Dalarna in 
1520. But disappointed over the lack 
of enthusiasm by the people of Dalar- 
na to join the uprising, he departed on 
skiis in January of 1521 to Norway. 
In the meantime, reports reached 
Mora, in Dalarna, of the Stockholm 
massacre and other Danish acts of 
aggression. Realizing that they must 
rally behind Gustav Vasa in his fight 
for freedom, they dispatched two of 
their swiftest skiers to try to stop 


him, They caught up to him in Salen, 
just within the Norwegian border. 

He followed the skiers back to Mora 
where he asked to lead them to bat- 
tle. Threat was the start of the libera- 
tion. The Swedes rose against the 
Danes and on June 23, 1523, he 
marched in triumph into Stockholm 
where he was proclaimed Sweden’s 
new king .... King Gustav Vasa lI. 

To commemorate this important 
historic event, the now famous 
Vasaloppet was instituted in 1922, 
which throughout the years has 
grown to become the world’s largest 
ski iace, numbering ove 10,000 
skiers. Many foreigners join the 
Swedes to ski: the 85 km. stretch 
from Salen to Mora, starting the 1st 
Sunday in March of every year.

dollop of cognac added to the 
mix. Should a chill linger, the 
more elaborate goro with a 
double measure of congnac is 
the flavored warmer-upper. 


. Cakes and cookies are the 


sweet-scented accom- 
paniments of the sumptuous 
scope of Scandinavian 
Christmas fare solidly found- 
ed on goose, ham, roast duck, 
boiled cod, home made 
breads, soups and puddings. 
Glogg is the common Scan- 
dinavian Christmas punch. 
Almost everyone has his or 
her favorite recipe. However, 
they are all basically a varia- 
tion of the same mix. For the 
adventursome readers who 
wish to add a “‘punch’’ to 


their Christmas celebration, 
here is our favorite recipe: 


OUR GLOGG RECIPE 

1 bottle aquavit or vodka 

2 bottles red wine, 
preferably Burgundy 

% cup raisins 

Ye Cup sugar 

1 tablespoon cardamon 
seeds 

3 cinnamon sticks 

Y% tablespoon whole 
cloves 

1 lemon or orange peel 

blanched almonds 


Serves 20-25 


Pour half the bottle of 
aquavit or vodka and all wine 
into a Jarge sauce pan or cop- 
per kettle. Add raisins and 


sugar. Tie spices in 
cheesecloth and drop into: 
mixture. Cover pan, bring very 
slowly to boiling point and let 
simmer for thirty minutes. 
(Don’t taste!) Then add re- 
maining vodka. Remove from 
heat and serve. When serving, 
use a long ladle and serve in 
egg-nog cups or punch 
glasses. Remember that 
GLOGG should be served pip- 
ing hot over raisins and 
almonds. Pepparkakor, 
Swedish gingerbread, go well 
with glogg.” 

Whatever the occasion, 
wherever the place, whenever 
served, GLOGG gives a warm 
glow to the cheek, a light 
twinkle in the eye, puts a 
smile on your lips, and warm 
feelings in your heart.

Christmas Recollection ” 


By the Rev. S.S. Olafsson 

The Rev. Sveinbjorn S. Olafsson, 
assistant pastor at Wesley Methodist 
church, Minneapolis, was pastor of 
South St. Paul Methodist church from 
1953 to 1961. A native of Reyk- 
javik, the capital of Iceland, the Rev. 
Mr. Olafsson moved to Winnipeg with 
his family when he was 13. 

Of all the seasons of the year, 
Christmas in Iceland held for me the 
strangest facination, wonder and 
boundless joy. While poverty, 
simplicity and monotony characteriz- 
ed all of life, Christmas was a time for 
sheer rejoicing. 

At no time was there enough food 
to satisfy a growing boy. Street lights 
were nonexistent. Homes were dimly 
lit with costly kerosene. The strictest 
economy was necessary. In a land 
which touches the Artic ocean, 
-where day-light is but of five hours’ 
duration, Christmas meant to me 
among other things, light. 

Preparations began many days, yes 
weeks, before. - Mutton, the tradi- 
tional Christmas dish, was smoked. It 
was hung up in the kitchen, where the 
cooking was done in an open hearth. 
The smoke rose, hovered around until 
it finally escaped through an opening 
in the roof. There was no. chimney. 


** 


Mother would bake pancakes, waf- 
fles, and cookies a day or so before 
Christmas. Pancakes were made of 
rich dough, paper thin, and were 
sprinkled with sugar and rolled. They 
were especially appetizing and we 
children never got our fill of them. 

The house was cleaned and swept 
thoroughly, with all things set in their 
proper places. 

A‘service of song and praise in the 
church at 6 p.m. on Christmas eve of- 
ficially ushered inthe holy season. Of 
all the days of the year, this one was 
the most joyous, long-looked-for and 
outstanding. 

The church was always crowded 
with worshippers, as it was the only 
church in the community of 2,000 
people. At other times it-was poorly 
illuminated by two or three small 
kerosene lamps, but on Christmas

_ eve the chimneys were shining clean 


and the wicks neatly trimmed. And 
candles were burning everywhere a 
candle could be placed. 

This light, bringing so much joy and 
warmth, in addition to the heavenly 
singing of the choir, produced an ef- 
fect on me that has never been equal- 
ed. | was too young or preoccupied 
with other thoughts to retain anything 
the preacher said, aside from his pro- 
clamation: ‘‘Tonight Christ is born." 
Then | was lost in my thoughts again 
until the choir sang another carol. 

On the way home, the conversation 
would inevitable be about the friendly 
fairies who were associated with 
Christmas, ‘who were thought to 
enter the house during the service in 
the church, to see that everything 
was clean and tidy. 

Now presents were distributed. It 
was not a matter of opening 


- packages, for gifts were not wrap- 


ped. Mine were few, inexpensive, 
and much the same each year. But 
they. brought much joy and were 
greatly sought after. The best gift 
was candles. They were small, five or 
six in number, in three or four colors. 

To begin with, | lit them all at one 
time, for | never got enough light. 
When they were half burned, | blew 
them all out but one. Now | was 
miserly with them until they were all 
gone. | enjoyed seeing each one burn 
down. Never did burn any if | had to 
be gone for a few minutes. 

Another gift was an apple. This fill- 
ed me with wonder for it came from a 
far country. | felt that it brought me in 
touch with the outside world. It was 
strange, beautiful, and delicious. 

| handled it tenderly, turning it 
around and around, enjoying its plea- 
sant aroma. But the time finally came 
when | had to cut and eat it. | ate one 
fourth of it each day, thus making it 
last me four days. | knew that once it 
was gone, | would not see another un- 
til next Christmas. 

Once | was given an orange at a 
school program. This was even 
stranger than the apple. | had no idea 
how to peel it or what | would find 
when | did. A ‘‘friend’’ offered to 
help. Very neatly he peeled it and laid 
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all the sections in front of me. As he 
put a section in his mouth, he said, *’I 
get one for showing you how to do 
this.’’ There was nothing to do about 
it. It was an accomplished tragedy. If 
felt very keenly that | had been 
outsmarted. | forgave him, of course, 
but will probably never forget. 

The third present was either a pair 
of mittens or a scarf, or a pair of 
sheepskin shoes that mother had 
made. 

As a child | never played with toys 
from the store. My toys were sheep- 
legs, jaw bone of sheep, rag balls and 
the like. To this we children never 
gave a thought. 


These were all the gifts, but they 
were augmented by good things to 
eat: waffles, pancakes, and cookies 
that were parcelled out to each child. 
These we tried to make last until New 
Year’s. It was sometimes ac- 
complished depending upon how 
much self-denial was exercised. 

After tasting each kind, we placed 
the rest on a shelf above our bed, 
where it was easily accessible. As 
the night progressed the cookies 
diminished. Sleep did not come easily 
this night; the church service, the 
wonderful gifts, and the good things 
to eat caused too much excitement 
for that. And the lamp _ burned 
it’sprecious kerosene all night in 
honor of the birth of the Savior. 


The total treasures in gifts - some 
small candles, an apple, and a home- 
made pair of shoes - were few, simple 
and inexpensive according to modern 
standards, but because of them and 
the singing and the candle-light 
brilliance in the church, my joy was 
complete. 

| will not venture to say whether 
children in America today enjoy 
Christmas more than | did in Iceland 
60 years ago, but this | know, the joy 
of Christmas does not depend upon 
money.

While November 29th may be the 
official Christmas season kick-off, the 
Danes’ enthusiasm for the happiest 
time of the year begins growing long 
before that. In fact, for families all 
across Denmark, preparing for the

holidays is as much fun.as the big day 
itself. A full-blown Danish Christmas 
-- the result of weeks of cooking, 
decorating, planning, shopping and 
more cooking -- is, in the words of 
Hans Christian Andersen, ‘‘magnifi- 
cent, unforgettably magnificent.” 


DRESSED FOR CHRISTMAS - 

By early December, just about every 
home and shop in Denmark is dressed 
up for Christmas. Paper chains, card- 
board pixies and fairies, mobiles and 
candles cover the living room, while 
out in the kitchen, cut-out gnomes, 
angels and birds keep watch over 
freshly-baked christmas cookies and 
cakes. Most decorations are hand- 
made by the children and _ their 
parents, for again, the preparation is 


half the fun of Christmas. 

The most important decoration of 
all in any Danish home is_ the 
Christmas tree. In his 1846 story, 
“The Fir Tree’’, Hans Christian 
Andersen tells how the tree is tradi- 
tionally cut down in the woods, 
brought home and decorated with 
cones and hearts cut out of glazed 
paper. It is then donned with sweets, 
apples, walnuts, candles and red and 
white danish flags. ‘‘Was| really born 
for such a glorious destiny?’’ the fir 
tree wondered. 


FIRST CHRISTMAS SEAL - 
Another important Danish 
Christmas tradition, one that has 
found its way into the hearts of peo- 
ple the world over, is the Christmas 


seal. The world’s first Christmas seal 
was introduced in Denmark in 1904, 
thé idea of a postmaster who thought 
it a good way to aid sick children who 
might not be able to fully enjoy 
Christmas. In 1904, the cost of one 
Christmas seal was about a penny! 


CHRISTMAS EVE DINNER - 

After all the anticipation and 
“work’’, the big day finally arrives. 
Danish custom is to exchange gifts on 
Christmas Eve and the biggest meal 
of the holidays is served on the night 
before Christmas. Almost to the last 
Danish home, Christmas Eve dinner is 
the grandest meal of the year. Tradi- 
tionally, it consists of rice pudding 
sprinkled with cinnamon, roast goose 
stuffed with apples and prunes and 


served with 


red cabbage and 
caramelled potatoes, with dessert of 
apple cake topped with heavy whip- 
ped cream. 

Christmas, a day when family and 
friends gather at each others homes, 
is a boisterous and social day in Den- 
mark. It is a day when a groaning 
lunch table is set up featuring several 
kinds of herring, caviar, shrimp, meat 
balls, pate, smoked leg of lamb, cold 
roast pork, salads, and half a dozen 
different cheeses, all washed down 
with beer and aquavit. The table 
stays filled for most of the day so that 
everyone who visits will have plenty 
to eat and drink.

It is generally agreed that the burn- 
ing of the yule log was handed down 
to English-speaking countries by our 
Scandinavian ancestors who, at the 
feast of the winter ‘solstice, kindled 
huge bonfires in honor of their god 
Thor. 

In England, the bringing in and burn- 
ing of the yule log on Christmas Eve 
was a pretty ceremony. The log 
usually included the root of a 
ponderous oak, which was drawn in- 
to the castle amid great noise and 
singing. The larger estates engaged 
minstrels to sing to the log, but where 
minstrels were not available, it was 
customary. for each member of the 
family to take a turn in saluting the 
yule log with an appropriate song. 

And when at last the fire died out, 
the remnant of the log was put away 
until next yuletide, to kindle with it a 
new log.

New Danish Chruch in Burnaby. 


The Danish congregation in Greater 
Vancouver has built a new church in 
Burnaby. The white church with its 
red tile roof is a replica of a typical 
Danish, village church. The new 
beautiful church is located on Kincaid 
Street, next to the Danish old 
people’s home Dania. 

The new Danish Evangelical 
Lutheran Church was consecrated on 
Sunday, October 14, 1984. At ten 
o'clock a replica of the Jelling Stone, 
Denmark's so-called Birth Cirtificate, 
was revealed, as well as a dolmen: 
three or four boulders with one big 
stone laid on top as a cover. The cor- 
nerstone was then revealed by Oluf 
Borsholt, who had helped build the 
first Danish church on 19th Avenue. 

Present on this occasion, from the 
Danish Church Abroad, were DKU 
President, Bishop Johannes W. 
Jacobsen, DKU Chairman Pastor 
Christian Dickmeiss, DKU Secretary 
General, Pastor Egon Christiansen, 
Pastor Holger Madsen, Edmonton, 
and Pastor Lars: Basboll, Calgary, 
along. with about 400 proud 


parishoners. The new church was of- 
ficially consecrated when Bishop 
Jacobsen said, ‘’Saa erklaerer jeg nu,

taget. i brug som guds hus og kirke for 
den danske menighed i British Colum- 
bia’. 

Following the very beautiful and 
solemn consecration service, wine

SWEEDISH CO-OP 
SALES DURING 
FIRST HALF OF 1984 


STOCKHOM -- KF, the Swedish 
cooperative wholesale and industrial 
group, reports sales of Kr.12.9 billion 
($1,570,000,000) for the first half 
of 1984, up 14% on the same period 
last year. The result prior to this year- 
end provisions and taxes was down 
from Kr. 113 million to Kr.96 million. 
The subsidiary KF Industry upped 
sales 21% to Kr.4.6 billion, with ex- 
port sales increasing 31%. The sub- 
sidary Reso travel agency increased 
sales 16% to Kr.670 million. 

In a Swedish retail market where 
sales dripped 1.4% in the first half of 
1984, coop retailing showed a 
decline of 1.1%: In overall Swedish 
retailing, the market share of the 
Co-op Group was 16.3%.
